FOR BEGINNERS who are just starting 
to collect, here are a few suggestions and 
some advice. First, a coin guide book is 
a must. They can be purchased for $1.00 
or more for helpful information: on care, 
condition, value, amount minted, types, 
how coins are made, and other news of 
help and interest. Most coins can be found 
in circulation. As you are making your 
set always try to improve the worn coins. 
Value of coins depends greatly on the 
condition. Never clean or polish coins un- 
less you are experienced. If you must try, 
use a common date coin. There are handy 
cleaning kits available for this purpose. 
Coin insert folders and other supplies can 
be obtained at your dealer. You may also 
notice that the age of old coins do not 
make them rare. There are some late date 
coins minted that are worth more than 
some hundreds of years old. What makes 
one coin worth more than another are by 
these factors: Amount of coins minted, 
availability, collectors demand and any 
unusual die strikes. Coins can be obtained 
through purchases, by auctions or trading 
with collectors. Mint sets can be bought 
by writing the Treasury Dept., U. S. Office 
of Treasury, Washington 25, D. C., at 
face value, plus postage and handling. To

against standard silver dollars or silver bullion in the 
Treasury. 

United States Notes, (red seal and serial numbers) these are 
issued in denominations of $2 and $5. Th amount outstanding is 
maintained at $346,618,016. A reserve of $156,039,430.93 in gold is 
held in the Treasury against these notes and Treasury notes of 1890. 


Federal Reserve notes (green seal and serial numbers). These 
are issued and retired with the varying requirements of the country 
for currency. They appear in denominations of $5. $10, $20, $50, 
$100, $500, $1,000, and $10,000. Federal Reserve notes are obligations 
of the United States and are secured by deposit with Federal Re- 
serve agents of a like amount of gold certificates in the U. S. 


Treasury. 
Q. Why do some dollar bills have a gold seal? G.R., Mt. Kisco, 
New York 


A. United States silver certificates printed with the Treasury seal 
in yellow, rather than the usual blue were used in the initial stages 
of our military operations in North Africa and Sicily. The distinc- 
tive seal was adapted to facilitate isolation of the currency in event 
that military reverses caused any substantial amounts to fall into 
enemy hands, Denominations issued were $1, $5, and $10. 

Q. Does the fact that only 1878 silver dollars have eight tail 
feathers, on the eagle, have any signficance? J.H., N.Y.C. 

A. When the eight feather tail design appeared the people who 
usually make it their business to criticize every new coin that came 
from the mint managed to stir up a great deal of ridicule against 
the mint early in 1878 because real eagles have an odd number of 
tail feathers. The seven tail feathers variety shows what action 
was taken by the engravers. 

I think that the question which comes to me occasionally of 
what is the ideal numismatic library is actually an impossible 
question. However, I suggest that any money you spend on numis- 
matic books is not spent in vain. I think the minimum numismatic 
library anyone can have is a current edition red book and a sub- 
scription to a Numismatic magazine.

I recently found a 1913-P 
Type II Buffalo Nickel, which 


appears to have been struck 
twice when it was minted. The 
obverse side of the coin has 
two heads. Holding the coin in 
a normal position where the 
date is at the bottom of the 
coin, you can see that a small 
part of the upper half of the 1 
and 3 of the 13 has been cut 
away by the over-strike. The 
Liberty is very badly blotted, 
apparently from the over-strike. 
Holding the coin in a position, 


where the Indian is lookin away | 


and directly in front of you, it 
is possible to see the other In- 
dian Head with the 1913 date, 
but from this position the Lib- 
erty is not visible. 


The reverse side of the coin 
has only the one Buffalo, with 
almost a full horn. There is a 
pretty deep groove cut in the 
reverse side of the coin, appar- 
ently due to the over-strike. 
The groove starts at the lower 
edge of the coin and curves 
through the “F” of the five, 
across the face and the shoul- 


ders, through the last “S” in 
States, and through the “O” 
and “F”’ in of, and ending at 


the edge of the coin just above 
the word America.

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Paper Money Round Up 
REMARKABLE BANK ILLUSTRATIONS 
DEPICT RARE CANADIAN CURRENCY 


By Harold Don Allen 


Canada has fourteen banks for fifteen million Canadians yet 
her remarkable branch banking system brings complete banking 
facilities to over 4,600 locations across the nation, giving Canada 
more banks per capita than any other nation. She has one money, 
the drab legal tender currency of her central bank, the Bank of 
Canada, but her paper money traditions are as colourful as those of 
any lands with close to 100 banks of issue in sixteen decades re- 
leasing some of the most attractive of contemporary bank note art, 
and evolving a Canadian “dollar” of world repute. 

Canadian government and bank currencies, from the viewpoint 
of the would-be collector, balance slight supply against meagre de- 
mand, coming up with a surplus for those who might want to study 
and collect the more common currency types. But even two or three 
years have shown a sharp shift in the market. Notes that would 
have been neglected as commonplace a decade ago rarely if ever 
make their appearance today. And collecting interest is rising, with 
truly choice material setting new records whenever offered for sale. 
Yet the situation has not yet reached the point where an interesting 
collection of representative bank currencies and late government 
issues cannot be picked up, in quite passable conditon, at a nominal 
advance over face. Literature is sparse and widely scattered, with 
twentieth century issues you cannot go far wrong. All are redeem- 
able at face. 

The accompanying illustrations of a number of particularly in- 
teresting specimens of Canadian paper currency include material 
never before depicted in a numismatic periodical. The notes are 
from the collection of C. C. Tannahill, Regina Coin Club president, 
and are reproduced from the October, 1958 Bank of Montreal Staff 
Magazine, with the generous co-operation of Canada’s senior bank:

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INTERESTING DECIMAL CURRENCY 
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“Twenty-five Shillings”: one of the last times such an inscript-

In the United States the $3 note once was far more common 
than the $4, amid the complex diversity of local banks.
